MUNICIPAL  COMMITTEE. 

Toronto  Branch. 

A special  meeting  of  the 
“Municipal  Committee”  of  the 
“Toronto  Branch”  was  held  on 
Thursday  evening,  March  loth, 
1904,  at  8 o’clock.  In  the  absence 
of  the  chairman,  Mr.  G.  E.  Gibbard, 
who  was  unavoidably  absent 
through  sickness  in  his  family,  the 
chair  was  occupied  by  the  Vice- 
Chairman  Mr.  John  Willmot. 

The  chairman  explained  that  the 
meeting  had  been  called  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  what  action 
we  should  take,  or  what  report  we 
should  make,  to  the  General 
Executive  Board  regarding  the 
vote  on  the  $1,000,000.00  proposed 
Waterworks  By-law.  He  further 
stated  that  Mr.  C.  Heal,  formerly 
engaged  for  many  years  in  the 
service  of  the  city  as  engineer  in 
the  waterworks  department,  had 
applied  to  him  for  permission  to 
explain  certain  charges  that  he 
was  prepared  to  substantiate,  and 
he  asked  the  members,  who  con- 
stitute Retail  Merchants  from 
every  ward  in  the  city,  if  they  were 
favorable  to  hear  the  charges. 
Upon  motion  it  was  decided  that 
Mr.  C.  Heal  should  be  heard.  Mr. 
Heal  then  laid  all  his  charges  be- 
fore the  committee.

He  strongly  emphasized  the 
necessity  for  having  a thorough 
investigation  into  the  manner  in 
which  the  department  is  managed. 
In  view  of  these  statements  the 
committee  unanimously  decided 
that  the  charges  should  be  for- 
warded to  the  Board  of  Control, 
and  that  in  the  meantime  the  Retail 
Merchants  and  taxpayers  were 
asked  not  to  take  any  active  part 
either  way  regarding  the  by-law 
until  a full  explanation  is  made.

Question  No.  4 — Have  rates  for 
telephone  service  been  reduced  by 
the  advent  of  competition — ( a ) By 
the  reduction  of  Bell  rates  formerly 
charged,  (b)  By  the  "establish- 
ment of  rates  by  the  Independent 
Company  lower  than  formerly 
prevailed  ?

Question  No.  5.—  In  your  judg- 
ment, would  it  be  preferable  to 
return  to  the  conditions  prevailing 
before  the  advent  of  the  Indepen- 
dent company  ? 

Answers.—  No  1245.  Yes  14. 

The  true  test  of  the  value  of 
competition  lies  in  question  5,  as 
no  telephone  subscriber  would  be 
desirous  for  the  continuation  of  the 
present  condition  of  affairs,  unless 
by  actual  experience  he  had  proved 
it  to  be  in  his  own  interest.  We 
therefore  quote  below  extracts 
from  the  replies  received  in  which 
the  subscribers  give  their  views  as 
to  the  suggested  reversion  to  the 
conditions  existing  under  the  Bell 
monopoly : — 

“By  no  means.  It  keeps  the  Bell  Com- 
pany busy  to  treat  its  patrons  with  common 
courtesy  with  competition.” 

“No  I do  not  believe  any  business  or 
private  individual  would  for  a moment  think 
of  choosing  the  old  conditions.” 

“No.  If  the  Bell  should  at  any  time  buy 
out  the  local  company,  another  would  be 
started  in  a day.” 

“Not  by  any  means.  Active,  live  com- 
petition is  necessary  in  the  telephone  busi- 
ness, for  this  insures  the  public  reliable 
service  and  fair  treatment.” 

“Legitimate  competition  is  beneficial  in 
all  lines  of  business,  and  what  is  true  in 
other  lines  of  trade  is  no  doubt  true  in  the 


telephone  business.  No,  no,  unless  a 
cheaper  and  better  service,  which  I do  not 
think  would  result  with  any  one  company.” 
“ My  opinion  is  that  were  the  Indepen- 
dent Company  to  go  out  of  business  and  no 
other  were  to  take  up  the  business,  citizens 
would  build  a system,  not  necessarily  for 
an  investment,  but  for  their  own  protec- 
tion.” 

“ Opposition  has  made  the  telephone 
system  of  this  district  what  it  is  to  day, 
the  best  in  the  country.  Without  opposi- 
tion we  would  be  where  we  were  ten  years 
ago,  and  would  be  still  paying  $4.00  per 
month.” 

“Of  course  two  systems  are  a nuisance 
but  we  would  not  return  to  the  old  system 
for  anything.  Three-fourths  of  our  business 
comes  over  the  Independent  lines.” 

“ No.  We  can  now  talk  to  over  2000 
subscribers  With  the  Bell  Company  we 
never  had  over  600.” 

“No.  We  can  now  have  both  tele- 
phones for  less  than  we  formeily  paid  for 
the  Bell  alone,  and  abuut  1500  connections 
where  we  had  200.” 

“ When  it  becomes  preferable  to  hire  an 
uninterested  party  to  attend  to  your  wants, 
rather  than  do  it  yourself,  then  it  would  be 
better  to  have  the  Bell  back.  We  have  the 
finest  system  ou  earth,  and  the  most  har- 
mony, good  will  and  success.  Put  in  an 
Independent  by  all  means.” 

“ Positively  no.  We  would  rather  dis- 
continue the  use  of  the  telephone  than 
again  be  subject  to  the  conditions  that  pre- 
vailed prior  to  the  coming  of  the  Indepen- 
dent Company.” 

“ Not  in  my  judgment,  as  the  manage- 
ment and  service  is  all  that  could  be 
desired,  and  it  is  a pleasure  for  me  to  say 
that  day  or  night  the  service  is  O.  K.  ” 

“No,  these  conditions  were  then  insup- 
portable and  would  now  be  impossible. 
The  public  can  stand  a lot,  but  not  that.” 
“Under  no  circumstances,  real  or  imagin- 
ary, the  Bell  people  being  minus  of  friends, 
their  method  to  gouge  the  people  all  they 
can,  with  no  regard  for  service  or  accomod- 
ations.” 

“Not  much.  It  was  a “Russian”  form 
of  corporation.” 

“No.  never.  The  more  telephones  the 
more  business,  for  you  can  reach  more 
customers.  People  that  say  two  telephones 
are  a nuisance  will  not  say  that  two 
customers  are  a bother.” 

“Such  a condition  would  not  be  brought 
about.  The  Independent  company  serves 
about  four  times  as  many  homes  and  houses 
as  the  old,  and  the  convenience  is  very 
great.” 

“While  I consider  two  instruments  in  an 
office  is  somewhat  confusiug,  I would  con- 
sider the  absorption  of  either  by  the  other  a 
misfortune.” 

“Never.  “The  batt'e  cries  that  lead  the 
hosts  to  victory  are  to  day  but  watch  words 
of  the  sluggard  and  the  slave.”  ” 
“Decidedly  and  emphatically  no.” 

“I  think  not.  The  Independent  company 
has  done  a fine  thing  for  this  part  of  the 
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Cash  Registers

country  and  deserves  great  credit  for  it,  and 
it  should  be  patronized  before  any  other 
company.” 

“No,  sir,  not  by  any  means.  Had  the 
Bell  company  been  decent  and  put  its  rates 
at  a living  price,  the  Independent  company 
would  not  have  been  established  here.” 

“Could  not  think  of  submitting  to  former 
conditions.” 

“No,  for  rates  would  go  up  and  not  more 
than  half  the  people  could  afford  a 
telephone.” 

“Rather  have  no  exchange  than  return  to 
the  old  conditions.” 

Not  by  any  means  return  to  the  old  con- 
ditions. It  would  deprive  hundreds  of 
citizens  of  the  convenience  and  use  of  a 
telephone.” 

“There  would  be  nothing  that  would  be 
called  telephone  service  if  it  was  left  to  the 
Bell  company  here. 

“No,  the  present  is  200%  better  than  the 
monopoly  of  the  Bell  company.” 

“Under  no  circumstances.  The  service  is 
as  good  as  it  was  under  the  Bell  regime,  and 
the  new,  or  Independent  company  has  three 
telephones  in  where  the  Bell  has  one,  and  is 
connected  with  every  village  in  the  country.’’ 

“The  advent  of  Independent  telephones 
has  been  a source  of  congratulation  to  the 
citizens  and  business  men  of  this  city.  They 
have  brought  business  to  the  city  that 
never  reached  us  before,  and  we  earnestly 
hope  that  we  may  never  have  to  return  to 
the  conditions  prevailing  before  the  advent 
of  the  Independent  companies.” 

“No.  While  we  have  to  pay  one-half 
more  in  rates  to  maintain  both  telephones, 
we  do  three  times  the  business  by  telephone 
than  we  formerly  did.” 

“It  wovfld  not  be  preferable.  It  would  be 
a calamity.” 

“Not  at  all.  Would  sooner  have  the 
telephone  removed.” 

Replies  of  equal  decision  and 
effect  could  be  quoted  in  answer 
to  the  other  questions,  but  they 
would  be  the  mere  repetition  of 
opinions  of  which  the  answer  to 
the  last  question  is  conclusive 
evidence.  It  may  be  said,  how- 
ever, that  these  replies  were  not 
secured  from  people  who  are  fur- 
nished with  free  telephone  service, 
nor  were  they  solicited  among 
subscribers  who  were  local  stock- 
holders in  Independet  exchanges. 
The  evidence  is  secured  from 
among  telephone  subscribers  with- 
out regard  to  their  interests,  other 
than  that  which  deals  purely  with 
the  benefits  accruing  to  them  from 
telephone  competition. 

A return  compiled  from  replies 
received  from  sixty-seven  cities 
and  towns  in  the  United  States, 


shows  that  in  forty-five  towns  two 
business  phones  can  be  had  for 
less  than  was  formerly  charged  by 
the  Bell  for  one.  Of  the  remain- 
ing towns  the  increased  cost  for 
both  phones  is  : In  two  towns 

$1.00  per  annum.  In  one  town 
$3.00  per  annum.  In  eight  towns 
$6.00  per  annum.  In  one  town 
$10.00  per  annum.  In  three  towns 
(including  Cleveland  with  an  in- 
crease from  5,000  to  25,000  sub- 
scribers) $12.00  per  annum.

THE  FARMERS  ASSOCIATION 

At  the  last  convention  of  the 
Farmers’  Association  the  follow- 
ing aims  and  objects  were  agreed 
upon  : 

1.  A sweeping  reduction  in 
freight  rates. 

2.  A passenger  rate  of  two 
cents  per  mile. 

3.  Equalization  of  taxation,  as 
embodied  in  the  Pettypiece  bill. 

4.  Inspection  of  loan  companies’ 
books. 

5.  The  public  ownership  of 
public  utilities. 

6.  The  adoption  of  the  initiative 
and  referendum. 

To  effect  these  changes  or 
“ reforms,”  the  farmers  propose  to 
work  on,  rather  than  in,  the  Legis- 
lature.

At  a small  school  in  the  back- 
woods  a well-meaning  but  mis- 
guided instructor  gave  her  pupils 
the  task  of  subtracting  629  from 
880,788,889  until  nothing  remained 
as  a home  lesson.  On  the  way 
from  school  the  children  rejoiced 
at  so  easy  a requisition,  but  once  at 
work  their  rejoicing  was  speedily 
turned  to  sorrow.  After  working 
for  hours  without  any  perceptible 
diminution  of  the  figures,  the 
youngsters  gave  up  in  despair. 
Parents  then  tried,  but,  with  no 
better  success.  And  small  wonder. 
In  order  to  complete  the  task  the 
number  given  would  have  to  be 
substracted  1,400,300  times  having 
a small  remainder.  Some  indign- 
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ant  parent  calculated  that,  working 
at  a rate  of  three  subtractions  a 
minute  for  12  hours  a day,  the 
task  given  the  children  for  an 
evening’s  exercise  would  require  a 
little  more  than  a year  and  nine 
months  to  accomplish.

A large  - and  representative 
meeting  of  the  Retail  Druggists  of 
Ottawa  was  held  in  the  parlor  of 
the  Athletic  Club  on  Tuesday 
afternoon,  March  15th  at  3 o’clock. 
Mr.  Henry  Watters,  chairman,  and 
President  of  the  “ Ottawa  Branch’ 
presided.  His  opening  remarks 
referred  to  the  good  work  that  had 
been  done  by  the  members  of  the 
“ Drug  Section”  of  the  “Toronto 
Branch”  and  he  urged  upon  those 
present  the  necessity  of  co-opera- 
tion. He  was  strongly  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  it  was  the  duty 
of  every  Retail  Druggist  to  assist 
in  the  work  that  had  been  so  well 
started,  and  he  stated  that  he  had 
called  the  meeting  that  afternoon 
to  take  ad\antage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  having  the  Dominion 
Secretary,  Mr.  E.  M.  Trowern,  and 
the  Provincial  Organizer,  Mr. 
James  Eadie  present  with  them 
who  would  explain  the  methods  of 
organization  and  give  them  some 
idea  of  what  had  been  done. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Trowern  then  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  and  referred 
to  the  close  relationship  that 
existed  between  all  classes  of 
retail  merchants,  and  their  need  to 
be  ever  watchful  that  legislation 
was  not  introduced  either  in  the 
Provincial  or  Dominion  Legisla- 
tures that  would  be  detrimental  to 
their  best  interests.  He  pointed 
out  that  one  obstacle  that  pre- 
vented the  eontract  plan  being  a 
success  in  the  United  States  was 
the  giving  of  trading  stamps,  and 


he  stated  that  the  thanks  of  the 
whole  retail  trade  of  the  Province 
was  due  to  the  Association  for 
having  a law  placed  upon  the 
Statute  Books  enabling  the  muni- 
cipalities to  abolish  them.  This 
act  made  it  possible  for  the  Con- 
tract Plan  to  be  adopted  in  this 
Province,  and  the  Province  of 
Quebec  had  followed  in  our  foot- 
steps and  very  soon  they  would 
have  the  same  advantage  there. 

He  briefly  reviewed  the  good 
work  that  had  been  done  by  the 
“ Drug  Sections”  of  the  Associa- 
tion that  are  formed  throughout 
the  Province,  and  stated  that  the 
officers  of  the  Association  would 
not  remain  satisfied  until  they  had 
associations  with  their  sections 
planted  in  every  corner  of  the 
Dominion. 

Mr.  James  Eadie  referred  to  the 
hearty  welcome  he  had  received, 
wherever  he  went,  to  spread  the 
good  news  concerning  the  associa- 
tion. He  stated  that  he  had 
always  found  the  retail  druggists 
ready  to  do  their  share  of  the 
work  along  with  their  fellow 
merchants,  and  in  Toronto  they 
had  among  their  best  advocates 
retail  druggists,  and  he  felt  that 
Ottawa  would  soon  become  one  of 
the  brightest  gems  in  the  Associa- 
tion crown. 

Aid.  Payment  made  a happy 
speech,  and  moved  a hearty  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  speakers,  and 
expressed  himself  as  being  well 
pleased  with  the  work  that  had 
been  done,  and  he  strongly  urged 
that  an  active  “Drug  Section’’  be 
put  into  operation  in  Ottawa. 
Col.  R.  A.  Helmer  of  Hull  in 
seconding  the  resolution  stated

The  annual  meeting  of  the 
“ Fruit  Dealers  Section  ” of  “ The 
Retail  Merchants’  Association  of 
Canada  ” was  held  in  our  Board 
Room,  21  Richmond  Street  West, 
on  Wednesday  evening,  March 
16th,  1904,  at  8 o’clock 

The  Dominion  Secretary,  Mr. 
E.  M.  Trowern,  who  had  just  re- 
turned from  Ottawa  reported  that 
he  had  interviewed  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  regarding  the  recent 
prosecution  made  against  a dealer 
for  selling  a bag  of  potatoes  for  less 
than  ninety  pounds,  and  which 
was  dismissed  because  there  is  no 
law  in  Ontario  at  present  govern- 
ing the  weight  of  a bag. 

In  Quebec  a bag  of  potatoes 
must  weigh  eighty  pounds,  and  in 
Ontario  it  has  been  understood, 
and  has  been  the  ruling  custom 
that  ninety  pounds  constitutes  a 
bag.  The  matter  will  be  consider- 
ed by  the  Department,  and  some 
change  is  likely  to  be  made. 

In  view  of  the  amendments 
which  are  now  being  made  to  the 
Assessment  Act,  and  which  will 
place  a business  tax  upon  all  re- 
tailers, both  large  and  small,  the 
members  decided  to  wait  until  the 
law  came  into  operation,  and  then 
have  the  Transient  Traders  and 
Pedlars  License  Law  amended  to 
suit  modern  conditions.  It  was 
decided  to  communicate  with  all 
retail  dealers  throughout  Canada, 
and  obtain  united  action  in  their 
general  interests. 


The  following  officers  were  un- 
animously elected  for  the  coming 
year.  Chairman  P.  N.  Judah,  1st 
Vice  Chairman  W.  I.  B.  Wellwood, 
2nd  Vice  Chairman  R.  Burgess,
